Batchelder, with good success, who proved an able and competent 
teacher.

The winter term of the same school was taught by George Wil- 
son, an old and accomplished teacher, who ably sustained his for- 
mer reputation.

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The winter term of this school was taught by W. Chase Haynes, 
a young teacher who has had but little experience in school-keep- 
ing, and failed in keeping that order and commanding that respect 
necessary for the general advancement of the school. Many ofthe 
larger boys, taking advantage of his age and inexperience, behav- 
ed ina disgraceful manner. The attendance was very irregular, 
therefore the improvement was small.
